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AN ORDINANCE I99732 

ESTABLISHING A NEW FEE FOR ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT SERVICES PROVIDED TO OUTSIDE 
AGENCIES AND AMENDING THE CORRESPONDING 
SECTIONS OF THE CITY CODE TO REFLECT SUCH 
CHANGES. 

* * * * * 

WHEREAS, the City’s Economic Development Department (the “Department”) offers 
grant application assistance and State Enterprise Zone nomination processing to a number 
of outside agencies; and 

WHEREAS, such assistance requires the utilization of the Department’s personnel, 
equipment, and office supplies; and 

WHEREAS, the Department is recommending, and City Council concurs, that a Grant 
Application Fee of $1,500.00 per application for grant application assistance and a State 
Enterprise Zone Nomination Fee of $500.00 for processing of State Enterprise Z;one 
Nomination packets be imposed on outside agencies seeking such assistance;:and 

WHEREAS, an amendment to the City Code of the City of San Antonio creating Section 
2- 15 is required to impose the Grant Application Fee; NOW THEREFORE: 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SAN ANTONIO: 

SECTION 1. A Grant Application Fee of $1,500.00 for grant application assistance 
provided by the Economic Development Department to outside agencies and a State 
Enterprise Zone Nomination Fee of $500.00 for the processing of State Enterprise Zone 
Nomination packets is hereby approved. 

SECTION 2. The creation of Section 2-l 5 of the City Code of the City of San Antonio 
is hereby authorized. Section 2- 15 shall read as follows: 

Sec. 2- 15 Grant Application and State Enterprise Zone Processing Fee 

(A) A fee of one thousand five-hundred dollars and 0 cents ($1,500.00) shall be 
charged to Agencies seeking grant application assistance from the Economic 
Development Department. 
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(B) A fee of five hundred dollars and 0 cents ($500.00) per packet shall be charged 
for the processing of State Enterprise Zone nomination packets by the Economic 
Development Department. 

(C) “Agency” is defined as a political subdivision of the State to include Defense 
Base Authorities established under Texas Local Government Code 379B as 
amended. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall become effective on and after October 1,2004.
